THE ALLEGED BRIBERY CABE. 


Hearing Continued, : 


Tho hearing was continued, st tho Migtee 


Srdoy this aftornoon, by Mr H. HJ. 


Gomperte, of the charges of bribery prefer- 
red sgainat Sanitary Inspector H. J. W. 
Gidley, -° 

Mr F. B. L, Bowley (Crown Belicitor) 
prosecuted and Mr ©, D. “Wilkinson 


represented the defendant. 


Chak Hok King, whose sxamination by 
Mr Bowley was continged; sald thatthe 
Sanitary Board notice produced was signed 
by defendant. He first saw the notice 
when It was brought to him by Mok from 
the Yuen Fat Hong. ‘Mok brought it to his 
shop in the 1ith, of 12th, moon Inst year, 
After Mok bronght him the paper witnoss 
took it to the defendant, He eaw defendant 
at his hovise and said tohins “ The owner of 
the $260 beys you to exempt these tro 
houses.” ‘The houses were those in Wing 
Lok Btreet and Bonham Strand. Defen- 
dant esid he would inspect the houses the 
following day. Witness was present at the 
inspection. The floor was thumped. There 
wore four of thom prosentat the inspection. 
Witness could sot romember well bat 
thought no holes were dug in the floors. 
After the inspection defendant ssid the 
floors would do, At lunch timo witness 
again wont to defendant's house and handed 
him the money—$50. There waa no one 
sis present at the time. Witness got the 
monoy fram Mok and defendant returned 
him (witness) a present of 810, Defendant 
wrote on the notices examined and found 
good. Hoe wrote this immediately aftor (he 
money was paid. 

Cross-oxamined— Witnosa 
menced in his prevent husinow 8 year 
or eo before his father died. Hej 
had been connected with the business | 
for eloven or twelve yexrs, Witness! 
wan 37 years of age. He could not remom- 
ber when he left school. He was then 
grown up. There was no other fiemn of con- 
teactors in the Colony trading under the 
name of Lik Keo. Witness did 8 fair 
business. Ho was one of tho principal 
contrectora in pulling down Lane Crew: 
ford'a building. He tot monoy on the job. 
Witness remained on friendly terms with 
defendant aftor the Yuen Fat Hong affair. 
He know that it was a criminal offence for 
defendant to accept bribes, Ho bad had 
no quarrel with tho defendant. Witness | 
also know that it wasan offence to inducs 
people to accept Dribos. He knew that ho! 
(witness) had committed a crimival offence. 

Mr Bowloy submitted that the witness 
should be cautioned that he need not 
incriminate himeelf. Ho was entitled to 
the protection of tho Court, 

Mr Gompertz—did not sco why the 
question should not bo asked and allowed it. 

Witness was not afraid of being prose-| 
cuted because the advertisement in tho { 
pewspaper sid if he told the truth before 
the Commission he would be protected. 
He had never been on other. than 
friendly torme with defendant. Be 
had given evidence ngsinst defendant 
becauss the Government -had taken 
the. matter up. He pitied the 
defendant, The Government had made 
hima (witness) tell the trath, Witness had 
got other work from sanitary inspectors 
besides concreting.

and bad s desk closo to his. Witnesa saw 
Toapector Lamblo two or three times lant 
year. If Inspector. Iamble anid he 
went to the office 60 or 60 timos Inst year 
it was not true. Witness had been to tho 
Sanitary Office several times during the 


last three years. He could not re- 
member whether he sav defendant or 


not. He did not know! how long de- 
fendant had beon in charge of tho district. 
Ho fid not know whether * defendant 
had‘linspected his shop over two or 
threo months or not, Ho had never goen 
an inspector there, they might have come 
when he was out. Witness did not repre- 
sent any other property ownera beside 
the Yuon Fat Hong about the time of 
the charge. 

After being cautioned witness ‘declined 
to.answer a question as to whether he had 
evor nogotiated with other property owners 
for the payment of bribes. 

Witnesa hnd done concreting fir 
numerous property owners. He did eight 
houses st Watchai. It was difficult to 
get concreting work. Sometimes ho got the 
work through his friends who were owners. 
Mok brought in the other business, He did‘ 
not know if Mok acted as broker for any 
othor contractors, Mok used to try and find 
out when notices were being served by the 
Sanitary Board. He paid Mok about $2 
each a commission for each house. On 
the occasion when defondant rovurned him 
$50 witness give $10 of it to Mok. When 
witness took the $259 to defendant he Jefe 
Mok behind at the shop. Witness did 
not notice who else was present at the 
Sanitary Office when he ‘wont to ask 
him-to inspect the Yuen Fat houses. A 
Chinese clerk eats little way from tho-de- 
fondant- st tho office, He alweys spoke 
to defendant in Chinese. Witress -kept 
‘acount books in connection with his busi- 
ness. Ho did not enter all the money 
ho received in his books. He had- no 
record in his books of. either. bribes He 
paid tho defendant. When. bo received 
the money ho went at onco to defendant: 
Witness had not. gone. round with 
any other ihepector when conorcting was 
being: inspectad. "Ho had nover becn 
round: with anyone but. defendsnt. The 
Yuon Fat Hong's wore. the only houses 
that camo within witness’ knowledgo which 
had -been passed as satisfactory by, the 
sanitary inspectors..

Warning For. Launch Owners. 

‘A case of considornble interest to. busi- 
ness people having steam launches plying 
din the harbour, came before Mr B. A. 
Hazeland, at thy Magistracy, this morning, 
when Messrs Moyer and Conjpuny were 
summoned for allowing their launch to ply 
in the harbour without a ‘certificated 
ecoxswain. A constuble of the sater police 
stated in evidence that ho saw the defend- 
ant’s launch about 300 yards out from 
Blako Pier, coming in towards the pier at 
haif speed avd on boarding her found that 
thero was no certificated coxswain on 
board. 

Mr Deacon, who represented the defend- 
called evidence to the effect that 
the coxswain of the launch was at the timo 
at tho Company's office getting his daily 
ordors. It was his custon fo do this every

morning and the launch was waiting for 
him off the pier in tho usual way. 

Mr Dencon submitted that there was no 
offence disclosed against the ovident inten- 
tion of the provisions of the ordinance. Tt. 
was obyious that the coxswain must como to 
the office for hix orders and whether the 
daunch waited for hin one hundred yards or 
three hundred yards out did not matter, If 
tho defendants were held guilty every launch 
in the harbour should be summoned every 
day. The section of the Ordinance was 
intended to apply tea launch which was in 
{nct without a certificated coxswain ; not to 
a launch which was without. a coxawain 
for a very few minutes, for what, ho sub- 
mitted, was a good and sufliciont reason. 

Mr Haveland held that the solo object of 
the section of the Ordinance was to provent 
accidents and he thorefuro held the defond- 
anta guilty.

Views of Viscount Hayashi.

It is roported that at least 300 of the 
passengers—including the Archbishop of 
San Pedro—havo.boen drowned. Severn! 
fishing boats from the shore wero also 
swamped by the panic-strickon crowd whilst 
attempting to perform the task of rescuing 
some of their number. :
